Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1967. 

On  the  whole  the  various  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending 
order  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  IO4.  cases  (A2?^),  all 
types  of  cancer,  50  cases  (20^)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous 
system,  34  cases  (14?S). 


The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  247,  of  these  1 22 
(49?S)  were  aged  75  over;  181  {73%)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  213  (86^) 
aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly 

to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  bwen  maintained. 

Measles  was,  as  usual  the  most  prevalent  disease  notified  during 
the  year  with  nearly  all  the  cases  occxarring  in  children  of  school  age  or 
under, 

3,063  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infiim  during  the 
year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  W,R,V,S,, 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.

Comparability  Factors 

Since  195^  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 

is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

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Mr,  F.P,  Harrison,  the  Secretary  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural 
District  Home  Safety  Committee  has  kindly  sent  me  the  follov/ing  report 
on  the  activities  of  the  Committee  during  the  year 


’’During  1967,  the  main  activity  of  the  Chapel-en-le- Frith  Rural 
District  Home  Safety  Committee  was  the  exhibition  at  Ferodo  Limited  on 
the  occasion  of  the  firm's  Open  Day,  The  exhibition  was  sited  in 

the  canteen  at  Ferodo  and  was  seen  by  more  than  2,000  visitors.  Its 

theme  was  ”Be  Safe  at  Home  and  at  V/ork"  and  included  a display  of 
flammable  fabrics,  a continuous  10  minute  Walt  Disney  film,  a display 
unit  on  falls  of  the  elderly  and  other  displays  by  the  County  Fire  Service 
and  the  local  Electricity  and  Gas  Boards, 

In  conjunction  with  Buxton  Borough,  a newspaper  competition 
attracted  entries  from  a wide  area;  a schools  poster  competition  for 
Junior  and  Infant  Schools  throughout  the  rural  district  was  most  successful. 
Prizes  were  awarded  in  4 age  groups. 

In  addition  to  talks  to  organisations  and  training  for  Brownie 
packs  the  Committee  also  arranged  training  for  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
Award  Syllabus  on  Home  Safety, 

The  Y/orld  Health  Organisation  Journal  published  in  June  196? 
referred  to  the  fact  that  ’’accidents  in  the  home  are  the  equivalent,  in 
public  health  terms,  of  a major  epidemic,"  As  death  rates  decline, 

especially  in  children,  domestic  accidents  account  for  an  increasing  share 
of  deaths  and  injuries.  Poisoning  and  gassing  account  for  over  22^ 

of  all  fatal  home  accidents  in  this  country  and  yet  tablets  and  capsules 
very  similar  to  sweets  are  left  in  places  where  children  can  reach  them 
and,  when  placed  in  a medicine  cabinet,  more  often  than  not  the  cabinet 
remains  unlocked.  The  Committee  can  only  hope  that  by  increased 
efforts  residents  of  the  rural  district  will  take  steps  to  rectify 
omissions  of  this  kind  wlxich  can  lead  to  fatal  and  serious  accidents  in 
their  homes,"

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration. 

The  creation  of  a separate  Public  Health  Department  was  agreed  to  as 
from  the  1 st  May,  1 967,  as  a result  of  increased  environmental  health  work. 

The  layout  of  the  report  has  been  altered  somewhat  from  that  as  presented  in 
previous  years,  in  order  to  group  more  precisely  the  main  activities  of  the 
newly  formed  Department,  The  various  headings  are  Housing,  Air  Pollution, 

Pood,  including  the  inspection  of  premises.  Milk  and  Y/ater  Supplies,  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  and  Factories,  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Developnent  Act  and  a miscellaneous  section  covering  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 
Petroleum,  Noise  Abatement,  Animal  Boarding  Establishments,  Rodent  Control 
and  Nuisances, 

The  number  of  improvement  grants  approved  during  the  year  was  87, 
which  brings  the  total  to  765  since  the  scheme  was  first  introduced.  It 

is  anticipated  that  work  in  connection  with  grants  will  be  accelerated  in  the 
coming  year  as  a result  of  new  proposed  Government  legislation. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  epidemic  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  prevented 
the  continuation  of  the  brucellosis  investigations  which  were  being  carried  out 
at  all  retailer/producer  farms.  Progress  in  eradication  was  being  made  to 
the  extent  that  13  cows  had  been  sent  for  slaughter  and  others  isolated  on  the 
farms  at  the  conclusion  of  our  second  quarterly  sampling.  Nationally,  it 

is  stated  that  approximately  20^  of  the  herds  are  infected  with  brucella  and 
this  was  found  to  be  the  case  in  this  district. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  rightly  drew  our  attention  to  the  increase 
in  the  rural  rat  population  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  measures  were  in  hand  to 
provide  a survey  of  faimis.  The  impact  of  this  survey  will  be  reported  on 

during  the  coming  year. 

Turning  to  air  pollution,  additional  gauges  have  been  set  up  and 
details  up  t6  the  31st  March,  1968  are  given  in  the  report.  It  has  been 
noticeable  that  during  our  visits  to  the  various  quarries  new  equipment,  which 
had  only  been  recently  commissioned,  was  under-designed  for  the  various 
throughputs.  Co-operation  with  H,M,  Alkali  Inspector  had  been  maintained 

during  the  year, 

I cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  paying  tribute  to  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  health  field  by  Mr,  W.E,  Colston,  my  predecessor  in  title, 
and  I thought  this  can  best  be  illustrated  by  the  efforts  made  by  Mr,  Colston 
to  maintain  a satisfactory  water  supply,  even  during  drought  conditions  in 
1959.  Only  those  who  were  working  with  Mr,  Colston  at  that  time  realise 

the  amount  of  work  involved, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General  Purposes 
Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  in 
the  various  Departments  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  own  staff  for  their  help  and 
assistance  at  all  times.

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AIR  POLLUTION 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Two  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3 of  the 
above  Act,  and  both  were  granted. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now  have 
plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  no  complaints 
were  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  industrial  premises  in  the 
villages. 

One  of  the  more  disturbing  aspects  of  air  pollution  has  been  the  increase 
in  complaints  regarding  dust  pollution  from  quarries.  As  a result  of  complaints 
in  the  area  of  Tunstead  and  Hindlow,  additional  deposit  gauges  were  set  up  during 
the  year.  There  are  at  the  present  time  four  gauges  in  operation  within  the 
Rural  District  - one  at  Chapel-en-le-Rrith,  acting  as  a control,  and  one  each  at 
Dove  Holes,  Hindlow  and  Vformhill,  The  results  are  shown  from  the  1st  April, 

1967  to  the  31st  March,  1968,  The  main  conclusions  of  the  graphs  shown  in 
Table  I and  figures  given  in  Table  II  are  as  follows  - 

Chapel-en-le~Prith 

The  figures  show  a slight  reduction  in  the  average  of  10,49  tons  per  sq, 
mile  for  the  previous  1 2 months. 

Dove  Holes 


An  increase  from  15.03  tons  per  sq,  mile  per  period  to  16,7  tons  per  sq, 
mile  per  period.  This  has  been  principally  due  to  breakdown  of  equipment 

which  has  now  been  remedied. 

Greens ides  and  Hindlow 

Apart  from  one  high  figuie  little  pollution  has  been  shown  at  the 
Greensides  siting  and  at  the  end  of  the  February  of  this  year  the  gauge  was 
resited  in  a new  location  to  the  east  of  quarry  workings.  The  Borough  of  Buxton 
have  a gauge  within  the  Borough  boundary  also  measuring  pollution  from  this 
particular  location.  Co-operation  is  maintained  in  the  exchange  “^f  information, 

Tunstead 

The  high  figure  of  4I.86  tons  per  sq,  mile  per  period  is  partly  due  to  the 
size  of  the  industrial  complex  nearby.  Some  of  the  plant  at  this  site  is  under 
the  control  of  H,M,  Alkali  Inspector,  and  that  under  the  control  of  this  Authority 
consists  of  the  hydrator  and  roadstone  plant.  The  dust  arrestation  equipment 

on  the  latter  plant  has  been  unsatisfactoiy  since  installation  and  a new  wet 
arrestor  is  to  be  fixed  shortly. 

This  information  has  enabled  the  Department  to  obtain  a more  realistic  and 
comparative  picture  of  pollution  fallout  within  the  vicinity  of  some  of  the 
industrial  undertakings.  The  useful  degree  of  co-operation  between  H,M, 

Alkali  Inspector  and  this  Authority  has  continued  during  the  year. 

Quarries  in  Peak  District  National  Park 

During  the  year  it  was  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  Peak  Park  Planning 
Board  in  arranging  joint  visits  between  H,M,  Alkali  Inspector,  a representative 
of  the  Planning  Authority  and  of  this  Department  to  inspect  works  and  quarries 
within  the  Peak  District  National  Park,  Two  quarries  fall  into  that  category 

in  this  district,  namely,  Eldon  Hill  and  Topley  Pike,  Commissioning 
difficulties  at  Eldon  Hill  were  found  to  exist  in  the  newly  installed  equipment 
following  a modernisation  programme.  Comparatively  minor  defects  were  found 
at  Topley  Pike  Quarry  and  co-operation  between  the  Management  of  both  quarries 
resulted  in  additional  arrestation  equipnent  being  fitted. 

National  Survey  on  Air  Pollution 

The  village  of  Hayfield  was  selected  some  three  years  ago  for  inclusion  in 
the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  so  that  pollution  in  the  centre  of  a village 
could  be  compared  with  that  at  a remote  site  some  distance  therefrom.  Two 
testing  stations  were  established,  one  in  the  centre  of  Hayfield  and  the  other  at 
the  filter  house  at  Kinder  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board,  Both 

stations  gave  daily  measurements  of  the  degree  of  pollution  and  readings  were 
commenced  in  December  1964.  Figures  are  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Warren 
Springs  Laboratory  for  computer  analysis.

The  above  table  shows  the  number  of  samples  taken  from  the  47  retailer/ 
producers  in  the  area.  It  was  only  possible  to  complete  two  quarters 
sampling  as  a result  of  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  epidemic.

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  open  to  the  general 
public  last  summer,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  and  the  other  at  the 
Rising  Sun  Hotel,  Bamford, 

The  Hayf j.eld  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 
Treatment  is  by  slow  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the 
water  being  changed  once  eveiy  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment 
is  by  a Bell's  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine 
gas.  The  pool  was  closed  towards  the  end  of  the  summer  to  enable 
extensive  modernisations  to  be  undertaken. 

All  samples  taken  from  the  Park  Hall  Pool  were  satisfactory,  but 
some  trouble  was  experienced  at  the  Rising  Sun  Pool  which  will  be 
resolved  before  the  modernised  pool  re-opens.

The  above  Act  is  operated  and  administered  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  Planning  Authority.  Uniform  standards  are  able  to  be  applied 
to  the  various  sites  throughout  the  Rural  District,  The  Peak  Park 
Planning  Board  have  a site  at  Losehill  Hall,  Castleton,  for  40  holiday 
caravans,  which  is  proving  to  be  very  popular. 

Although  the  Act  has  secured  a reduction  in  the  number  of  sites,  and 
an  improvement  in  standards,  there  still  remains  the  problem  of  casual 
sites  and  camping.  Where  a field  is  used  for  only  a comparatively  few 

days  in  any  12  months,  i,e,  less  than  2f2  consecutive  days  or  60  days  over 
the  12  month  period,  or  28  days  under  planning  control,  the  local  authority 
had  no  statutory  control.  This  is  the  reason  wty,  at  holiday  periods, 
fields  not  licensed  specifically  for  caravans  or  camping  have  caravans  and 
tents  on  them,  and  it  is  only  by  inspection  and  consultation  with  the  site 
occupiers  and  reference  to  the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
that  amenities  on  these  temporary  sites  can  be  improved. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  Rural  District,  It  is 
anticipated,  however,  that  the  Peak  Park  Planning  Board  intend  to  operate 
a site  in  the  Hayfield  area,  but  this  will  not  become  operational  until 
1969  at  the  earliest,

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Petroleum  Officers  under 
the  above  Act,  carrying  out  inspections  of  existing  and  new  installations, 
and  work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the 
Derbyshire  Eire  Service,  This  routine  work  has  been  continued  during  the 
year  and  at  the  31st  December  there  were  70  petroleum  licences  in  force. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

9 complaints  were  received  concerning  noise  from  two  industrial 
undertakings  during  the  year.  In  one  instance  the  nuisance  was  caused 

by  the  fan  on  a newly  installed  kiln  and  the  noise  was  audible  over  a 
wide  area  because  the  sound  emitted  was  confined  to  a relatively  narrow 
frequency  band.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers  of  the 
equipment  and  the  level  of  noise  successfully  reduced  without  affecting 
the  overall  performance  of  the  plant.  In  the  second  instance  silencers 
were  fitted  to  kilns  where  excessive  noise  was  emitted  but  these  were 
unsuccessful  and  at  the  31st  December,  1967,  the  justifiable  complaint 
remained.

Consultations 
are  held  with  the  Fire  Authority  and  the  R.S.P.C.A,  when  applications  are 
made  under  the  Act,  Control  covers  such  items  as  the  number  of  dogs/ 
cats  which  are  allowed  to  be  kept,  the  suitability  of  accommodation  for 
the  animals  and  for  the  storage  of  food,  protection  of  the  animals  in  the 
case  of  infection,  suitable  fire  precautions  and  the  licensee  shall  at 
all  times  keep  a register  of  all  animals  accepted  on  the  premises. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  the  services  of  the  Buxton  Coi^poration  were  used  to 
carry  out  125  treatments,  as  a result  of  inspections  being  carried  out 
at  234  properties  in  the  district. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  carry  out  one  sewer  treatment  during  the 
year  and  most  systems  were  found  to  be  completely  clear  of  infestation. 

The  information  supplied  to  local  authorities  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  concerning  the  increase  in  the  rural 
rat  population  resulted  in  the  services  of  the  Operative  being  extended 
from  1 day  per  week  to  2^  days.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  no  farm 
survey  work  had  been  possible  and  although  the  present  time  allowed 
will  only  enable  a slow  survey  to  be  carried  out,  this  will  be  a start 
to  assessing  the  rat  problem  on  the  520  farms  within  the  Rural  District, 


NUISANCES 

Complaints  were  received  from  various  persons  concerning  the  burning 
of  waste  material  at  Chunal  and  Charlesworth,  Negotiations  with  the 
Management  of  the  firm  concerned  failed,  and  two  statutory  notices  were 
served  on  the  person  transporting  the  material  to  the  site  and  the  land 
owner.  Immediately  upon  receipt,  no  further  burning  took  place  and  the 
notices  were  duly  complied  with. 
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
